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INTRODUCTION. 

1'he  General  Conference  of  1889  ordered  the  publication  of  a  hymnal  that 
jhouid  be  fully  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  church.  In  compliance  with 
these  instructions,  the  publishing  agent,  Rev.  W.  J.  Shuey,  arranged  for  itfl 
issue,  ilev.  E.  S.  Lorenz,  well  and  favorably  known  throughout  the  Church, 
was  aesked  to  edit  it,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  thoroughly  competent  com- 
mittee, nas  accomplished  his  task.  I  have  carefully  examined  it  in  everj 
part,  and  cannot  see  where  any  improvement  can  be  made.  It  is  pre-eminentlj 
a  United  Brethren  Hymn  -  Book,  providing  as  it  does  for  every  phase  of  out 
characteristic  church  life.  It  combines  the  solidity  and  stateliness  of  th« 
standard  hymns  of  the  ages,  with  the  life  and  sprightliness  of  the  modern 
gospel  songs.  The  most  recent  songs  are  here  for  the  young  people,  while  the 
older  jaemoers  of  the  Church  will  hail  with  delight  the  reappearance  of  old 
songs  dear  to  the  hearts  of  many  of  us,  because  they  are  precious  and  good 
and  because  our  mothers  sang  them.  Meeting  every  need  of  the  public  serv- 
ice, revival  and  social  meetings,  the  Sunday  -  school,  and  the  family,  I  can 
most  cheerrully  recommend  this  collection  of  hymns  to  our  people,  and  trust 
that  it  will  speedily  be  permitted  to  bring  its  help  and  blessing  into  every 
United  Bretnren  church  in  our  broad  land,  and  beyond  the  seas,  and  tnat 
it  will  prove  one  of  the  many  tender  ties  that  unite  our  widely  scattered 
members.

PREFACE. 


To  be  useful,  a  hymnal  must  express  the  peculiar  type  of  Christianity 
characterizing  the  denomination  it  is  to  serve.  The  Church  of  the  United 
Brethren  in  Christ  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  Christian  experience— exper- 
imental religion,  the  fathers  would  have  phrased  it — and  recognizes  revival 
effort  as  the  characteristic  phase  of  its  church  activity;  hence,  its  hymnal 
must  furnish  ample  expression  for  its  full  and  varied  Christian  experience 
and  large  facilities  for  revival  work.  In  attempting  to  do  this,  the  other 
phases  of  church  life,  which  it  has  in  common  with  other  denominations, 
have  not  been  forgotten  or  ignored,  and  it  is  hoped  this  collection  of  hymns 
and  songs  will  be  found  as  full  and  symmetrical  as  the  church  life  it  seeks 
to  express. 

In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  many  stages  of  literary  and  musical 
culture,  hymns  and  tunes  of  the  highest  artistic  merit  stand  side  by  side 
with  songs  whose  practical  value  and  spiritual  purpose  must  atone  for  lack 
of  literary  and  musical  grace. 

Doubtless  many  favorites  will  be  missed  from  these  pages,  but  the  body 
of  popular  sacred  songs  is  so  large  and  rich  that  it  was  impossible  to  include 
everything  desirable  in  so  small  a  volume. 

Typographical  beauty  has  often  been  sacrificed  to  practical  needs.  The 
words  are  inserted  in  the  music  wherever  possible.  Alternative  tunes  may 
be  found  on  the  same  or  opposite  pages.  A  line  drawn  through  a  page 
indicates  that  the  music  for  the  hymn  or  hymns  below  it  is  found  on  the 
opposite  page. 

.To  the  many  brethren,  whose  number  makes  personal  mention  impossible, 
who  kindly  responded  to  a  call  for  suggestions  and  advice,  the  thanks  or  the 
editor  are  due.  While  all  could  not  be  accepted,  they  have  been  very  helpful, 
and  have  had  large  influence  in  giving  character  to  the  book.  The  valuable 
assistance  furnished  by  the  Advisory  Committee  deserves  most  kindly  and 
nearty  recognition.  The  owners  of  the  many  valuable  copyright  songs,  in 
connection  with  which  their  names  severally  appear,  will  accept  thanks  tor 
the  kindness  which  so  greatly  enriches  these  pages. 

That  this  volume  will  prove  an  effective  instrument  in  the  hands  c  r  the 
workers  of  the  Church  of  the  United  Brethren  in  Christ  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  great  and  lasting  good,  and  bring  to  many  hearts  the  same  comfort 
and  joy  which  its  preparation  brought  to  that  of  the  editor,  is  his  earnest 
hope  and  prayer.

From  the  place  of  his  habitation  he  looketh  upon  all  the  inhabitant*  of 
th*.  earth. 

He  fashioneth  their  hearts  alike;  he  considereth  all  their  works. 

There  is  no  king  saved  by  the  multitude  of  an  host : 

A  mighty  man  is  not  delivered  by  much  strength. 

An  horse  is  a  vain  thing  for  safety:  neither  shall  he  deliver  any  by  hit 
gr*at  strength. 

Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear  him,  upon  them  that 
hope  in  his  mercy; 

To  deliver  their  soul  from  death,  and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine. 

Our  soul  waiteth  for  the  Lord:  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because  we  have  trusted  in  his  holy 
(Mime. 

Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  be  upon  us,  according  as  we  hope  in  thee. 

54  PSALM  XXXVII. 

Fhet  not  thyself  because  of  evil  doers,  neither  be  thou  envious  against  the 
workers  of  iniquity. 

For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass,  and  wither  as  the  green 
herb. 

Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good;  so  shalt  thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  reniy 
thou  shalt  be  fed.

The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again:  but  the  righteous  sheweth 
mercy,  and  giveth. 

For  such  as  be  blessed  of  him  shall  inherit  the  earth;  and  they  that  be 
cursed  of  him  shall  be  cut  off. 

The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered  by  the  Lord:  and  he  delightcth  in 
his  way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast  down:  for  the  Lord  upholdeth 
him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old;  yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  for- 
saken, nor  his  seed  begging  bread. 

Wait  on  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  ivay,  and  he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the 
land:  when  the  wicked  are  cut  off,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power,  and  spreading  himself  like  a  green 
bay  tree. 

Fes  he  passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  teas  not:  yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could 
not  be  found. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright:  for  the  end  of  that  man 
is  peace. 

But  the  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed  together:  the  end  of  the  zvicked 
sJtall  be  cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of  the  Lord:  he  is  their  strength  in  the 
time  of  trouble. 

And  the  Lord  shall  help  them,  and  deliver  them:  he  shalt  delivet  them 
from  the  wicked,  and  save  them,  because  tliey  trust  in  him.

He  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High  shall  abide  under 
the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuge  and  my  fortress:  my  God;  in  him 
will  I  trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler,  and  from  the 
noisome  pestilence.

Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be  weary,  and  the  young  men  shall 
atterly  fall: 

But  they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength;  they  shall 
mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be  weary;  and  they 
shall  walk,  and  not  faint.

And  if  any  man  shall  take  atvay  from  the  words  of  the  book  of  this 
prophecy,  God  shall  lane  away  his  part  out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  out  of 
the  holy  city,  and  from  the  things  which  are  written  in  this  book. 

He  wnicn  testmetn  tnese  tnings  saith,  Surely  I  come  quickly:  Amen. 
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65  ISAIAH  IX:  2-7. 

The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great  light 

They  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the  shadow  of  death,  upon  them  hath  the 
light  sinned. 

Thou  hast  multiplied  the  nation,  and  not  increased  the  joy: 

They  joy  before  thee  according  to  the  joy  in  harvest,  and  as  men  rejoice 
when  they  divide  the  spoil. 

For  thou  hast  broken  the  yoke  of  his  burden,  and  the  staff  of  his  shoulder, 
the  rod  of  his  oppressor,  as  in  the  day  of  Midian. 

For  every  battle  of  the  warrior  is  with  confused  noise,  and  garments 
rolled  in  blood;  but  this  shall  be  with  burning  and  fuel  of  fire. 

For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a  son  is  given:  and  the  government 
shall  be  upon  his  shoulder: 

And  his  name  shall  be  called  Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  mighty  God, 
The  everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of  Peace. 

Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and  peace  there  shall  be  no  end,  upon 
the  throne  of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it,  and  to  establish  it 
with  judgment  and  with  justice  from  henceforth  even  for  ever. 

The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  l\osts  will  perform  this.

And  as  they  went  to  tell  his_ disciples,  behold,  Jesus  met  them,  saying,  All 
hail.     And  they  came  and  held  him  by  the  feet,  and  worshipped  him. 

Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Be  not  afraid:  go  tell  my  brethren. that  they 
gn  into  Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see  me 

I.  CORINTHIANS  XV:  20-26,  51-58. 
Bur  row  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first  fruits  of  them 

JPw  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
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For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  bo  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 

But  every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the  first  fruits;  afterward  they 
that  are  Chrisfs  at  his  coming. 

Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to 
God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule,  and  all  authority 
and  power. 

For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 

The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death. 

Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery ;  We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed, 

In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump: 

For  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible, 
and  we  shall  be  changed. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorroption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
thall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that 
it  written,  Death  is  swalloived  up  in  victory. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting? 

O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ? 

The  6ting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  immoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is 
«ot  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

except  they  be  sent?  For  it  pleased  God  by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  tc 
wave  them  that  believe. 
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tow  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the  gospel  of  peace  ;\ad 
otjUtf  glad  tidings  of  good  things. 

Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  Imve  commanded  you. 


Now  there  were  is  the  church,  that  was  at  Antioch  certain  proph  r  ;  and 
teachers. 

As  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  the  Holy  Ghost  said,  S  ate 
me  Barnabas  and  Said  for  the  work  vihereunto  I  have  called  them. 

And  when  they  had  fasted  and  prr~ed,  and  laid  their  hands  on  them,  thev 
sert  them  away. 

So  they,  being  sent  forth  by  the  H  ly  Gho  t  departed  unto  Sele 

Now  when  they  had  gone  throughout  Phrygia  and  the  region  of  Galatia, 
and  were  forbidden  of  the  Holy  Ghost  to  preach  tb.3  word  in  Asia, 

After  tliey  were  come  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  into  Bithynia:  bur  tht 
Spirit  suffered  them  not. 

And  a  vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night;  there  stood  a  man  of  Mace- 
donia, and  prayed  him,  saying,  Come  over  into  Macedonia,  and  help  us. 

And  after  he  had  seen  tlie  vision,  immediately  we  endeavored  to  go  into 
Macedonia,  assuredly  gathering  that  the  Lord  had  called  us  for  to  preach 
the  gospel  unto  them. 

Therefore  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have  received  mercy  we 
faint  not; 

But  have  renounced  the  hidden  things  of  aishonesty,  not  walking  in 
craftiness,  nor  handling  the  tvord  of  God  deceitfully ; 

But  by  manifestation  of  the  truth  commending  ourselves  to  every  man's 
conscience  in  the  sight  of  God. 

But  if  our  Gospel  be  hid,  it  is  hid  to  them  that  are  lost: 

in  whom  the  god  of  this  world  hath  blinded  the  minds  of  them  whicn 
believe  not,  lest  the  light  of  the  glorious  gospel  of  Christ,  who  is  the  image 
of  God,  should  shine  unto  them. 

For  God,  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  hath  shined 
in  our  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
face  of  Jesus  Christ. 

But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels,  that  the  excellency  of  the 
power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of  us. 

We  having  the  same  spirit  of  faith,  according  as  it  is  written,  I  believed, 
and  therefore  have  I  spoken ;  we  also  believe,  and  therefore  speak. 

Knowing  that  he  which  raised  up  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  raise  up  us  also  by 
J3sus,  and  shall  present  us  with  you. 

For  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though  our  outward  man  perisn,  vex 
the  inward  man  is  renewed  day  by  day. 
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For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  moment,  worketh  tot,  us'a"  tea 
asore  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of  glory. 

While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen,  but  at  the  things  which 
are  not  seen:  for  the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal;  but. the'  things 
which  are  not  seen  are  eternal.

called  by  my  name. 

The  Gentiles  shall  come  unto  thee  from  the  ends  of  the  earth,  and  shall 
say,  Surely  our  fathers  have  inherited  lies,  vanity,  and  things  wherein  there  is 
ao  profit. 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  from  one  new  moon  to  another,  shall  all  flesh 
come  to  worship  before  me,  saith  the  Lord. 

They  shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  neighbor,  and  every  man  his 
brother,  saying,  Know  the  Lord:  for  they  shall  all  know  me,  from  the  least  of 
them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  saith  the  Lord:  for  I  will  forgive  their  in- 
iquity, tnd  I  will  remember  their  sin  no  more.
